The stage, we know, has been a potent educa- 
tionai lorce One needs not to go 
ancient Greece for instances, though there both 
comedy end tragedy, as we know them in the 
theatre, were bora, and there, too, they at 
tained their fullest eplendour In hngland, as 


in most other Europe wm countries, our youthful | 


drama was the handmaiden of knuwledge. The 
miracle plays, the mysteries, and the moralitics 
—the two first-named, particularly—were the 
Church's ready means of teachng In an age 
Í when books were few anl few could read. 
Lut for the best example of the teaching power 

the siage, or, to speak more accurateiy, of 
the drama, we must look to “ great Eliza's 
golden time.” The Histories of Shakespeare 
gare to the Elizabethan folk their view of 
‘ngland’s history; bat their influence did not 
cease with the Elmabethan age. It has mur: 
vived a many kings and is more powerful to- 
day than ever. 4 is the mainepring of our 
potetotis effort and the index of our destiny. 
Now a new réle is contemplated for the theatre 
Sir Arthur Yapp proposes that the stage should 
be at ones a means of education and a most 
effective instrument of war; he will seek its co- 
operation in his food economy campeign.

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PROFESSOR EOWARD HULL. 

The death took place on Thursday, at his 
residence, 14 Stanley Gardens, London, W., of 
Professor Edward Hull, LL.D., F.RS., te 
Director of the Geological Survey of Ireland, 
and Professor of Geology in the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin. Born in San Antrim on 
the Slat May, 1829, Professor u 
eldest son of the late Rev. John Dawson Huil, 
Viear of Wickhambrook, Suffoik, and married, 
in 1857, a daughter of the late Dr. C. T-. Cooke 
of Cheltenham, by whom he had two sons and 
four daughters, Having taken bis M.A. Degree 
at Trinity College, Dublin, he was appointed 
to the Geological Burvey of the United King- 
dom in 1850. He was appointed District Sur 
veyor io Scotland in 1867, and Irish Director 
in 1869. He was appointed Professor of Geo- 
logy in the Royal College of Science, Dublin, 
from which he retired in 1890, and was Preat- 
dent of the Royal Geological Society of Ireland 
in 1873. Im 18834 he conducted a scientific 
expedition on behalf of the Committee of the 
Palestine Exporation Fund, an@ was a member 
of the Royal Commission on Coal Reserves ia 
1891, 
toria Institute in 1900. Professor Hull, who 
was in his 89th year, was the author of 
numerous ecientifie works, including a “ Phvei- 
cal Geolory and Geography of Ireland,” a 
second edition of which was issued in 1891. 
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JBISH BANKING APPEAL, 
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The House of Lords yesterday allowed the 
appeal of Mary Elizabeth Yourell, of Pierce- 
town, Dunboyne, and Margaret M‘Dermott, of 
Malahide, which arose out of an action by the 
Hibernian Bank to have an account taken of 
moneys due to the bank upon the security of 
a mortgage, and the realisation of moneys so 
due by the sale of four farms in County Meath. 
In 1899 the Hibernian Bank took a morigage 
from W. J. Yourell and others of the family 
to secure the balance which should be due for 
advances on the overdraft of a current account 
or bills and otherwise to W. J. Yourell. The 
deed contained a provision that no greater prin- 
cipal‘sum than £9,700 should be recoverable on 
the security. In June, 1915, the bills amounted 
to £3,600, and the debit balance on the current 
account to £2,949. The bank declined to 
honour any more of W. J. Yourell’s cheques, 
and as be lodged only £550 of £800 demanded, 
the bank in 1904 appointed a receiver. The 
bank purported to continue the account as if 
it were an operative account, with the result 
that £5,406 appeared on the appellants’ con. 
tention to have been paid on foot of principal 
leaving only £295 recoverable within the fixed 
limit of £5,70u. 

The Master of the Rolle held that eo bank 
were bound by the manner in which they had 
continued the current account after the appoint- 
ment of the receiver, but the Court of Appeal 
ordered that the aceount should be taken on 
the basis that the cument scoount was closed 
on that date, 

The Lord Chancellor, in moving that the 
appeal be allowed, with costs, esid that, in his 
opinion, the view taken by the Court of Appeal 
was erroneous, The mortgage wae the subject 
of balance and aceount between the mortgagor 
and the bank, and the account must be ascer- 
gained on the footing of the scoount as in 
fact kept.

SURPLUS POTATOES. 


Qe 
A SOURCE OF MOTOR FUEL. 


lt has been suggested again recently that 


there is in the country such « surplus of good 


potatoes or a residue of bad ones as to make it 
worth while considering seriously whether they 
might not be turned into «piri for running 
motor chars. The idea is anything but a new 
one, but several factors have io be taken into 
consideration when deciding whether conditions 
are propitious for such a development how. It 
has been definitely asserted that in Germany 


the majority of motors are being run on alcohol, 
but it must be recollected that ihe lack of mdia- 
rubber for tyres bas considerably reduced the 
number of road motors in use in that country, 
while if any evidence of alcohol being used in 
flying machines has been secured no public 
mention of it has been made. As present war 
conditions in Burope do not lead to the capture 
of motor transport, it is impossible to say i! 
alcohol w being used by the enemy as a fuel for 
lorry ongines But even granting that. the 
majority of motors in Germany are now driven 
by alcohol, it must further be taken into con- 
sideration that in Germany, perhaps even more 
than ip France, experiments In the use of 
alcohol as a power producer have been con- 
ducted for vears previous to the war by the 
Giovernment; and in Germany extensive pro 
suction of alcohol from potatoes for commercial 
purposes has been developed under Government 
encouragement. 
EXCISE RESTRICTIONS. 

The question of aleohoi production from 
potatoes m treland is one which has already 
received a great deal of attention, and was ably 
dealt with some time ego in © Better Business,’ 
the organ of the 1.A.0.5.; ut developments in 
this direction both in England and Ireiand have 
always been mmpeded by the heavy duty im- 
posed upon alcohol and the constquent high 
cost.. There are good reasons for the imposition 
of that duty, but the question is whether the 
time has not arisen for changes to be made in 
that regard, as they have been in the United 
Biates. to enable aleohol te be used on an 
extensive ecale indusirialiy. The high duty is 
held to be responsible for the failure of the 
drug-making trade, in which a great deal of 
alcohol is used, to survive foreign competition 
Aa to the practicability of using alcohol as a 
motor fuel, and producing it at a reasonable 
price, there is not the slightest doubt, in view of 
immumerable experiments and tests, and the 
matter assumes additional importance in view 
of the ever-increasing cost of petrol in peace 
time, due to tne ever-increasing demand and the 
prospect of supplies giving out, though not im- 
mediately. 

Even used in a type of engime primarily 
designed for use with petrol, alecho!l has shown 
that, bulk for bolk, it w only one-eighth leas 
efficient than petrol and one-eleventh less effi- 
cient than paraffin. These resulis were given 
in the ploughing of land, so that they are par- 
ticúlarly apposite just now 

THREE IMPORTANT FACTORS 

There are three questions, at least, which re 
quire answers before the practicability of dis- 
tilling motor fuel from potatoes at present can 
be settled. They are: (1) Whether the surplus 
of potatoes is sufficient to make the move worth 
while; (2) whether Irish plant for distilling is, 
ar could be, made sufficient to deal with the

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GREEK ART IN DUBLIN. | 
EXHIBITION AT THE 
NATIONAL MUSEUM. 
———— 


THE HOPE HEIRLOOMS. 


Yesterday afternoon a'number of gentlemen 
who are interested in classi¢al culture assembled 
in the Central Court of the National Museum, 
Dublin, to see some rare specimens of ancient 
Greek art apres whith rea were valued 
heirlooms in the family of Lord Pelham Clinton 
Hope. As an illustrated and descriptive cata- 
logue can be obtained at the Museum, it is un- 
necessary to attempt a description here. There 
are twenty-nine separate objects, each and al! 
being such as will deeply interest the student of 
antiquities, and they will remain on exhibition 
for some weeks. In a prefatory note to the 
catalogue it is stated that the sale of the Hope 
heirlooms at Christie's in July last was an 
event of considerable importance for lovers of 
Greek art, and it was felt in Dublin that an 
effort should be made to secure some of the 
Greek vases for this country. The competition 
at the sale, especially of British and American 
museums and colleciors, was exceedingly keen, 
but Dublin's share of the heirlooms, compara. 
tively modest though it be, ie by no means to 
be contemned. The specimens put up for sale 
included a large ál go of the celebrated col 
lections made by Sir William Hamilton, when 
he was British Ambassador at Naples, the re- 
sult of excavations made by himself, towards 
the end of the 18th century, and published by 
him in 1781 in four sumptuous volumes. These 
contain engravings of the vase paintings drawn 
by, or under the direction of W. Tischbein, 
director of the Royal Academy of Painting at 
Naples. The new purchases illustrate long 
periods of the development of Greek pottery. 
Glass ie also represented in its earliest phases 
of manufacture. 

At the inauguration of the Exhibition, 

Mr. T. P. Gill explained the cireumstances 
under which the purchase was accomplished 
The Rev. Professor Browne and others felt that 
a unique opportunity was offered by the dis- 
yoreal of the Hope Collection, and he, Dr. 
Scharff and Mr. Buckley, came to him (Mr. 
Gill) at the Department one day, and pointed 
out to him a vision of Hellas. He felt, and the 
Department felt, that they ought to secure 
some of the heirlooms for: Dublin, and so they 
found some money for the purpose. Father 
Browne had been able to do the same as regards 
University College: and he aleo inepired some 
benevolent private donors to present their pur 
chases to the College.” The collection repre- 
sented both in interest and value something 
quite as good as things for which fabulous eums 
were paid. It was not the first time that Father 
Browne had been to the Department in reference 
to the Museum. He had made the teaching of 
the Classics his own, and he (Mr. Gill) had 
wiy recently enjoyed the reading of a book by 
him, in which his views were developed on the 
subject. Father Browne was not only a scholar, 
but a writer of great vividness and interest on 
the life and art of ancient Greece, and one who 
rí flected great «redit on University College, like 
his colleague. Father Corcoran, whose work on 

Education in Ireland " deserved to be placed 
along with that charming Httle book by Judge 
Madden, “ Classical Learning in Ireland.” 


REV. H. BROWNE. 

Rev. Professor Browne, 8.J.. said that what 
he felt it incumbent upon him to say was to 
thank Mr. Gill and his colleague at the De- 
partment for the help they had given in getting 
these valuable articles for Dublin. They had 
given a good example of what could be done 
vy pulling together under great and extraordi- 
nary difficulties. The Hope sale had come on 
tnem umexpectedly, and at a very trying 
moment. He did not epeak merely of the 
troubles which pressed on everybody, and the 
apparent inopportuness of asking tor money, 
when it was so much needed for urgent matters, 
and when people's purses were etrained by high 
and their by a multitude

knew, styles might overlap He should like, 
therefore, to explain that when he attributed 
certain apecimens to the fifth century BC. 
or even carlier, he hoped it would be under- 
stood that he referred to the etyle. and that 
ssibly in certain cases their actual date may 
rather later than was indicated The 
fourth century B.C. for Greek vases was 
generally counted aa distinct)y decadent. and 
aume of the beast of the present acquisitions 
ecemed to him. not to show any eign whatever 
of decadence. (Applause.) 

Mr. 5 H Alton, F.T.C.D.. expressed the 
thanks of Dublin to the Department for the 
help which they had given to the 
of Professor Browne and those associated with 
him to fill up a gap that hitherto existed in 
the Museum When he had visited foreign 
museure he alwave felt that Dublin Wiha 
wolated from classical culture. for which this 
eountry so far back as the seventh century 
had done «eo much, as illustrated in the classical 
manuseripts which had come down from that 
period While Italy France, and other 
countries were collecting epecimens of classical! 
antiquities there wae nobody to do anvthing 
of the kind for Ireland. They had had beaunti. 
ful pictures of the (ireeks, but nothing could 
bring before the student certain phases of 
their civilation ao. intimately aa the epecimens 
of their pottery wich Dublin had now acquired 
He congratulated the Museum and University 
College on the possession of a collection of 
vacrs that would he treasured in any museum 

Mr. Justice Ross. asa 46 ex- President of the 
Claasical Association of Ireland, eaid that every 
one who valued culture was thankful to those 
who brought those beautiful and inetructive 
articles fo Dublin Dublin had been left very 
much out in the cold; it had very little by 
méans of which they might do a great deal to 
educate eltudenta in the classics They were 
always indebted to Father Browne: he was the 
real epirit of the Classical Association. and 
there was no doubt whatever that classics in 
Dublin owed a great deal to him for the creat 
interest he had always shown in their etudy 
andl teaching He was delighted to know 
that Father Browne had given the 
world a work on Homer, and he congratulated 
Maynooth on the book on Horace which had 
emanated from that College. It was a great 
attainment (Hear, hear.) He thought that 
the gentlemen who came forward and pre- 
eented these articles to University College and 
to the Museum bad shown remarkable public 
spirit, and that they deserved the thanks of 
all lovers of learning and of art.
